The San Francisco Alto says: "The 


name of Senator Edmunds, of Vermont, 
is nowadays as often mentioned in con- 
nection with the Republican Presiden- 
tial nomination as any other. 
There 


appears to bo a feeling that, as the party 
will have a severe conflict in 1884, it 
ought to put at its head a candidate 
whose claims to statesmanship are above 
question. Senator Edmunds is a states- 
man—nobody can deny that. Be hits 
been attacked on this coast upon his 
Chinese record, but without much rea- 
son. Although he voted against the bill 
which finally passed to prevent Chi- 
nese immigration, it was not because of 
the principle involved, but out of ob- 
jection to the length of time for which 
it was proposed to suspend immigra- 
tion. While, therefore, he was net 
such a straight-out advocate of Chinese 
exclusion as might have been desired, 
he t'Xerted a strong influence in that 
direction. His speech in reply to Hoar 
and the other Senators who took the 
extreme pro-Chinese view, was able 
and probably did more than anything 
else to make Republican votes for the 
bill. It was a great help to the Pacific 
Coast people, for the reason that it 
came from u New Englander, aatl not 
the less by reason of its ability. 


But while Senator Edmunds' tills to 


statesmanship rests on a secure founda- 
tion, from the point of view of availa- 
bility, he would not be the strongest 
candidate that could be selected. His 
personal qualities ure not such as to 
make him a popular hero. There is 
nothing magnetic or attractive about 
the man, and while he inspires respect 
by his learning, ability and integrity, 
he does not create a feeling of enthusi- 
asm, 
Again, as a Presidential candi- 


date, he would labor under th J disad- 
vantages which every man who has 
been a great many years in Congress 
must experience. During his service in 
the Senate be has taken a prominent 
stand on hundreds of important ques- 
tions and necessarily must, at one time 
or another, have antagonized a large 
part of the people of the country. Each 
separate act migbt be defensible in the 
belief of a majority of the people of the 
country, but in every case a minority 
must have been displeased and in the 
aggregate this element embraces the 
great mass of voters. When a man runs 
for President his whole record ishuntec 
up and every act which can be used to 
create opposition to him is paraded in 
the press to his disadvantage. For this 
reason an old and deserving party muu 
is often not so strong a candidate as 
one who has had less opportunities to 
create antagonism and ill-will."

l'»rmers Busy Reclaiming Land 


and Preparing f«r Crops. 


The Big Meadows, which include the 


Humboldt valley from the village of 
Lovelock to the sink of Humboldt em- 
bracing an area of eighty or ninety 
thousand acres, were so named by the 
early settlers because of the natural 
meadow land along the Humboldt above 
the lake. The immense sagebrush and 
greasewood covered tracts bordering on 
the meadow lands were deemed value- 
less by the first settlers, who fancied 
that nothing but grass, and only a lim- 
ited quantity of that, could be raised in 
the valley. The Winnemucoa Silver 
State says "some eight or ten years ago 
small quantities of grain were sown by 
way 06 experiment by tbe owners of the 
meadow lands, and they were surprised 
at the result. The grain, including 
wheat, oats and barley, produced pro- 
lific crops, and the fact was established 
that all the cereals produced in the 
Northern States could be profitably 
raised on the meadows. Vegetables 
were also tried, and the result proved 
highly satisfactory. Then the country 
began to attract attention; thousands of 
acres of land were entered, houses and 
fences built, and the foundation laid for 
a prosperous farming community. It 
was discovered that the greasewood and 
sagebrush lauds were among the most 
fertile, and produced better grain and 
vegetables than the meadow land, and 
that alfalfa grows luxuriantly, produc- 
ing an average of over three tons to the 
acre on such land. To-day some of the 
finest farms in the State can be seen on 
the Meadows. Joseph Mar?eu's place 
will compare favorably with the best ap- 
pointed ranches iu California or the 
States, and in a few years onu scarcely 
be surpassed.

A fire broke out in Piper's Opera 


Souse yesterday morning at 5 o'clock, 
and burned steadily for an hour, de- 
stroying the Opera House aud two or 
three smaller buildings adjoining. 


The cost of stopping a train of cars 


(says the Hartford Coarant), is being 
guessed at by experts just now in a very 
interesting way. And it is something 
worth the inquiry of railroad men, es- 
pecially in Connecticut, where, besides 
the stations, there are so many draw- 
bridges at which the safety of the trav- 
eling public demands full stops. Esti- 
mates of the cost have ranged from one 
quarter of a cent up to two dollars for 
stopping an ordinary passenger train. 
The small figure represented only the 
estimated loss of metal by applying the 
brake to the wheel. Some of the real 
considerations that go to make up the 
cost of a stop are the coal burned while 
the train is standing still, and in order 
to resume the former speed — this the 
Pennsylvania Railroad people put at 
twelve to fifteen cents; then there are 
wages of all the persons on the train, 
who, 
while the train slows down and 


stops, are paid as if the train were run- 
ning. This is insignificant in the case 
of one person, but it amounts to some- 
thing when tbe whole train force is con- 
sidered; besides this there is the wear of 
rails. A rail lasts only a third as long 
where trains come to a stop on it as 
when merely ran over. This is the re- 
sult of the action of the brakes. Then, 
too, more accidents occur to engines, to 
wheels and to axles in coming to a stop 
or in starting again than with running 
right along. The Railroad Gazette re- 
ports a discussion on this subject, in 
which the conclusion is reached that the 
actual cost of stopping an ordinary train 
is about thirty to sixty cents. An 
amusing story is told of a trial where 
experts testify that it cost two dollars to 
stop a train. They established the fact. 
Then the counsel on the other side pro- 
duced the company's time-table with a 
fall list of all the stops, including sta- 
tions, took the total number of its 
trains, calculated the total stoppages ol 
all the trains for one year, multiplying 
the result by two dollars — the experts' 
estimate of cost — and demonstrated that 
tbe stoppages alone had, if the estimate 
was right, cost tho company three times 
as much as the entire amount of its 
operating expenses for the year. This 
reduction to a solid basis of fact upset 
the two-dollar theory.

THE NEW SPBIHG STYLES. 


M any lutoresliiig' Fasbloii Siotes for 


tue 


The lady readers of the Jocn»N>r, will 


be glad to know, on the no less author- 
ity than Harper's Bazaar, that dresses 
made last year can be easily altered into 
the new styles, and this will probably 
always be true as long as the sensible 
plan of combining two materials pre 
vails. There nre also designs that salt 
tho slender and designs for the stout, 
and these are seen both in the basques 
with over-skirts and in the 
varied 


polonaises. The basques are postilions 
with plaited fronts, very short sides, 
aud plaited square backs that may be 
varied in the fulness of the plaits to suit 
the siza of the wearer, those for the 
stout being pressed flatly and length- 
ened slightly ou the hips, while for the 
slender they have hollow organ plaits, 
fluted box plaits, or else looped bows of 
doubled material put on to give a full 
effect, yet generally preserving square 
outlines. The sharply pointed fronts 
of basques are thought to be becoming 
to both large and small figures, but for 
very slight frames their beauty is en- 
hanced by having puffed over-skirts 
that give greater ronndness just below 
the belt. The frout of the basque is 
single-breasted usually, but sometimes, 
wfcun a narrow pointed velvet vest is in- 
serted, there is an effect of double 
breasts given by two rows of buttons. 
There are a great many vests worn, and 
among these are directoire vests and the 
continental styles sloping wide below 
the waist, and finished at the top with 
a very deep square-cornered collar that 
fastens low on the bust, while there ia a 
standing collar to the plastron inside I 
The military standing collar with square 
corners that nearly meet, or even touch 
without lapping, is seen instead of that 
with the curved corners so long in 
vogue. These are an inch and a quar- 
ter high, and may bs of velvet, or of the 
cashmere nearly covered nifith rows of 
soutache, or it may be of the Ottoman 
used in combination, finished with a 
cord or piping fold. The old fashion of 
covering a thick welting cord with the 
dross material or that of the trimming, 


j and finishing tho edges of the basque 


j with it, is revived. 
Tho new and pretty 


I turued-ovur collars uiv ti compromise 
between th» rolling Byroa collar and the 
standing bauds, us they both stand up 
and turn down. They stand as high as 
a military band, and are turned over all 
urouud; they arc rolled over as' deep as 
an inoli and a quarter iu frout, and 
nearly a third of au inch behind. This 
is a pretty way of using two materials, 
having, for instance, plaid Ottoman silk 
for the outside, with velvet turned over 
upon it from the inside. Sleevss re- 
iimnt of the close coat shape, following 
the line of the arm very closely until 
they come to the t-houlder, where tney 
are enlarged and rounded to stand out 
and above the urmhole. 
Tho padded 


roll introduced last year cornea in the 
sleeves of almost all French dresses, 
and to this is now added a steel spring 
six or seven inches long that gives A 
high curve to the sleeve and keeps it in 
plitoe. The trimmings for th» fvout of 
corsages are the paaseineuterie and sou- 
tache garnitures, vasts and full plaits 
aud shirred plastrons in square, oval or 
triangular shape; these plastrons are of 
satin or of Ottoman silk, either quite 
plain or in blocks, checks or plaids. 


Oyerskirtss ate more voluminous iu 


breadth than auy lately worn, but there 
is a tendency to shorter draperies both 
in front and back, so that the lower 
skirt is much less concealed than it has 
been. 
Soft stuffs are required for these 


full overskirts, und this has much to do 
with the popularity of flue cashmeres, 
as they lend themselves to the many 
folds, "sagging" puffs, wrinkles, and 
plaits of the new designs. The Henri 
Trois puff nil arouud the hips, gathered 
or plaited to tho fault, with fuluoss in 
front as well as behind, is one of the 
features of new dresses; this is liked 
with sharply pointed waists, and will 
be most used by very slender ladies. 
This puff is not HO startling as the read- 
er imagines, for it is of the drooping 
baggy kind, clinging to the figure close- 
ly in front and ou both sides, but is 
made quite large behind hy the pillow 
bustle, which is now a fuller, stiffer pad 
tban those woru last year. Instead of 
this puff there is sometimes a plaiting 
half u yard deep sewed to the belt to 
hang on the front und side breadths; 
this is curved, to be shorter on the 
si"es, where it meets a longer baik 
drapery. Below this, in front there 
rnay be an aprou drapery, and still low- 
er down one or two plaitmgs. Most 
overskirt draperies are irregular, that is, 
they differ on the sides. The long- 
used Greek apron is intensified in shape 
by being caught up higher on the left 
side and extending quite low on the 
right side. With this, it is now the 
fashion to outline a square apron like a 
nurse's apron on the lower skirt, using 
bias velvet or ribbon bands, or else pas- 
sementerie, or it may be a notched silk 
ruche; 
and 
this border heads tha 


flounces on the lower skirt. Still other 
Greek aprons are soarfs made by a clus- 
ter of folds of wool goods draped in a 
long curve from left to right on a skirt 
of handsome fabric, and fastened at , 


each end by budtles, clasps, tosettes 
or loops of velvet ribbon; above thi» is 
a Bogging puff around the belt, and full 
draping of cashmere behind. In back 
draperies 
of cashmere sometimes a 


whole width and half of another width 
are used; the fulness is massed at the 
top by side plaits, there are two doubl* 
box plaits for attaching it to the belt, 
and the lower part may be square-cor- 
nered, sewed to the sides of the lower 
skirt, faced across the bottom, and 
tacked in two or three places across the 
foot to keep it in place, or the lower 
ends may be turned under and sewed 
out of sight just as many apron fronts 
are now done. 


Box plaitinga covering a plain close 


foundation skirt are on the greatest 
number of imported dresses. A single 
row of plaitiugs, beginning under the 
upper draperies, covers all the visible 
parts below, and this is attached to the 
foundation skitt, and in many instances 
ia trimmed with velvet ribbon or with 
soutache. The width of these box plaits 
differ; some' are an eighth of a yard 
wide, with two side plaits folded closely 
under them, an3 separated by only an 
inch of space from the next similar 
plaiting; others are so wide that only 
one plaiting is needed down the front 
breadth, one in each side breadth, and 
two for the back. Occasionally two box- 
plaited flounces trim the front and sidea 
of the skirt, but only one is visible be- 
low the back drapery, although this 
back drapery is now much shortened. 
There are also dresses with one wide 
gathered 
flounce, 
quite 
straight, 


hemmed on the lowor edge, and with 
two stiff erect frill? at the top, each two 
inches wide when finished, of tho ma- 
terial doubled; one of thene frills may 
be of velvet, while the other and the 
wide flounce are of blocked Ottoman 
silk; these fall at the foot in a narrow 
bins gathered ruffle o! velvet, and per- 
haps one of plaited satin. The wide 
gathered flounce may be five-eighths of 
a yard deep, and should have in it five 
aud a half or six breadths of silk of 
ordinary width. The box plaitings of 
lower skirts are attached to the lounda- 
tiou skirt only at their top, and are 
held in place by three or four rows of 
tape tacked on their wrong side. 


Lower skirts or foundation skirta, re- 


main very narrow, aud iu many iu- 
Htuuoos consist of but four breadths, 
one in front, which ia quite narrow, a 
wider gored breadth ou euhev side, and 
a straight back breadth that is still 
wider. Silks of the cheap qualities 
used for foundation skirts wear so bad- 
ly that modistes are asing more durable 
cashmeres aud even cotton sattceus for 
this purpose; and ns these have no 
body, they are stiffened in the lower 
part, and sometimes throughout, by 
thiu crinoline lawn lining, that adds 
very little to thoir weight. At the foot 
the cashmere is faced upward for two or 
three inches, and there is no other fac- 
ing, and no braid is used on tho edge.
